The tax rate in the city of Rush- 
ville for next year will be $4.10 
on 
each one hundred 
dollars of tax- 
ables. 
This 
was determined today 
with the ending of the two-day ses­ 
sion of the county 
council 
when 
appropriations 
and 
tax levies for 
next year were made. 
The rate for 
Rushville City is four 
cents dujgher 
than last .year. 
This 
is due to an 
increase of sixteen cents in the tax 
for gravel road bonds. 


The tax for gravel road bonds for 
3917 calls for seventy-six cents on 
each $190 
in Rushville 
township. 
This is made necessary because of 
the extensive 
street 
improvements 
here. 
The school city chopped 
15 
cents off its levy of last year, but 
in spite of «this the rate taken as a 
whole increased 
four 
cents. 
The 
school board did away with its levy 
of -5 cents for 
a sanitary school 
building. 


The total

T o u Ig u the other day. 
By name Jo­ 
seph Carroie, quartermaster gunner, 
he comes from Quiinperle, in Brittany, 
where he was bom some thirty years 
ago. 
He ha» written the following 
story describing his adventures. 
He 
has received a w*ur cross with palm.» 
We were near Beirut, about ten to 
fifteen miles from land. I was on the 
aft deck. .The W’eather was quite fine, 
not very cold and very little wind. 
Hearing a dull sound and the ship giv­ 
ing a heavy vibration, we at once 
thought it was a torpedo, because the 
evening before as we left the island of 
Round a submarine had been report­ 
ed. 
The vessel began to sink at the 
bow and then capsized almost at I 
once. 1 was trying to pull off my pea- j 
acket, but had not time, being thrown 
against the rail and taken down with 
the boat. 
“When I reached the surface again 
found mj'self beside some wreckage, ! 
a chicken coop. 
I remained on it for 
about an hour, and then I «aw a raft 
passing. 
There were already five or 
six or our fellows on it. 
As others 
were approaching we were forced to 
swim for pieces of planks to strengthen 
the raft. 
It was now" 8:30 or quarter 
to 9 and wo w'ere crowded with four- I 
teen; we had neither food nor water. 
“The first day was very calm, quite 
fina 
The raft being overloaded we 
were all but swamped. 
‘In the night, about 10, a quarter- j 
master w*ont mad. 
He insisted that 
somebody should go and get him a 
drink. He moved from end to end of 
the raft, w hich he capsized. 


Storm on Second Day. 
“There w as a heavy storm the second 
day, with a strong east wind, which 
drove us from land, and it rained. We 
had to cling to the raft to keep from j 
being swept aw ay. By the end of the 
day three died almost at the same time, 
all in the same way. They w-ent mad 
and jumped into the sea. One was a 
boatswain, w ho kept on demanding to­ 
bacco as hard as he could. 
In tLe 
night wo were only three—a quarter­ 
master nurse, w-ho suffered terribly in 
the stomach, and a sailor, a 3Toung 
mim, who wras no longer capable of 
speech. 
“During the third day the w*eather 
was quite fine. 
About 10 o’clock the 
quartermaster nurse went mad.

The sea was 
high, and I w*as not seen. 
I parsed 
the clay clinging to the raft. 
During 
the night the w ind w-as very calm, but 
the cold tortured me. 
I was obliged 
to let myself Into the water to get a 
little warmer. 
“The last day, Saturday, the sea was 
calm. 
I had entirely lost hope and 
said to myself that my turn had come 
to take to the w ater like the others, 
and I kept asking myself w hether It 
w*ould not be better to finish it off at 
once. It was the thought of my family 
which prevented me. I became drowsy 
I don’t know how many times.- When 
I woke up again my courage had I'e- 
turned. 
“About 7 on Sunday morning I saw 
the fishing boat, and I stood up to 
make signals, but I could not keep 
upright for more than five minutes. 
When the boat was sure that It was 
not a periscope she hoisted the ‘seen’ 
signal and put out a whaleboat to res­ 
cue me. 
I w7as very happy, but as 
calm as I am now, only I could hardly 
speak.”

In this particular m atter— w hat­ 
ever the blunders of England

that here m oderate estim ate of her 
own case in the Irish Rebellion may 
I eventually redound to her <-re<lit as 
did her first m oderate estim ate of the 
Jutland Battle. 
, 
Neither Ireland nor Irish-A m eri­ 
cans desire to make m arty rs of men 
who, by the sudden publication of 
certain records— quite unconnected 
with politics— m ay make every Iish- 
man asham ed of the day on which he 
helped to canonize them. 
The cry “God help Ireland” will 
take on .a new significance if Irish ­ 
men begin lo think th at any political 
injustice done to them in the p ast 
allows them— for instance— to m ur­ 
der their own countrymen indiscrim ­ 
inately, beyond the 
shadow of a 
doubt, did murder, ruthlessly, delib­ 
erately and 
indiscriminately, 
men, 
women and children, their own kin­ 
dred, without even the slightest a t ­ 
tempt to discover whether their vie- 
ims were in political agreement with 
them or not. 
This new method, devised by Irish ­ 
men of the very lowest and vicious 
personal character,, was a criminal 
tyranny of a kind that has been un- 
nown nnywherfi in civilized Europe, 
even in Germany, probably even in 
Turkey, for over two hundred years. 
Even the Germans do not exercise 
their “ frightfulness” indiscrim inate­ 
ly against their own people. 
They 
do not shoot H err Dernberg in eofd 
blood, because they see him posting 
! letter in Berlin. 
N or do they m as­ 
sacre tlieir own wounded soldiers for 
riding on the top of a ’bus. 
Nor do 
they shoot their own women and 
children for the mere fac t th at they 
happened to be alive. 
Nor do they 
fire on 
ambulances, 
carrying their 
own 
vvonnded; 
and every 
one of 
these things the Irish rebels were 
convicted of doing, over and over 
again. 
I ask these persons in America 
who 
accuse England of “ ruthless 
ness, ’ what steps she should have 
taken, under the existing machinery 
ot law, to deal 
with certain 
cold­

Newport, 
New York, and the Delaware eape^. 
The senior naval officer present

m aneuvers in mine* sweeping, com­ 
munications, defense of battleship 
and protection of harbors from a t­ 
tacks b y submarines.

When a mine is located

Recently trials were held with 
the United States patrol boats

Storm on Second Day.

day, with a strong east wind, which 
drove us from land, and iffained.
